General 7/alker’s house showed a car parked behind the General ’s 
house. The picture was mutilated by someone in such a. manner 
that the license plate is no longer visible. T/hon we noticed 
this during the investigation v;e asked the FBI to determine 
whose car it was. They asked Mr, Surrey about it and he cold 
then ho thought it was your car, I find no indication thaw - 
FBI agents talked to you about the matter, however.* 

When l asked General Walker about it. he was not able to 
identify the car, which appears to be a 1957 Chevrolet. 

1 would appreciate it very much if you would let me know 
whether or not the FBI did interview you about this and if you 
were able to identify the car as your own. I enclose a copy of 
the exhibit j.n q'uestion so that you can determine nov/ whether 

it is your car or not, if the FBI‘*did not interview you about it,
